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Introduction 

The battles, the cholas fought with the 
ruling Andhra and Kalinga dynasties during 10" 
—11" centuries prove their ambition of marching 
towards Bengal as per the Cholas inscriptions, 
they carried out the naval conquests in 1025, only 
after conquering the coastal areas up to the 
Ganges in 1021 CE. D. C. Sircar has pointed out 
about the constant struggle among the Palas, 
Gahadavalas, PLrathiharas, Ayudhas and the 
intrusion of Tibetan invaders and Gaudas of 
Kamboja from north-east into Bengal. This 
would haye attracted the Chinese, Arabs and 
Cholas, who wanted to expand their territories 
for commercial and political purposes. 


Though historians have dealt with the 
political relations among the dynasties of South 
India in general, M. Raghava lyengar has shown 
the relation and connection between the Tamils 
and Andhras since Sangam period specifically. 
M. Rama Rao has touched upon few issues while 
dealing with the “Karnataka-Andhra relations”. 
Many other have treated the subject matter as a 
whole under “South India”, but, D. C. Ganguly 
has dealt fwith “northern India during eleventh 
and twelfth centuries”. Interestingly, during the 
10" -11" centuries, there had been more 
moyement of the poets, religious teachers and 
kings from south to North, whereas, the Arabs\ 
Turks\ Mohammedans invading form the north- 
west and the Buddhist Tibetans\Mongols\ 
Chinese\ Kambujas intruding from the north and 
north-east. Therefore, the socio-religious factors 
that are related to the topic are considered. 


In any case, Rajendrachola as a 
commander of Rajaraja-I (985-1014) and then 


‘as a ruler must have crossed through Andhra to 
reach Kalinga and then Bengal registering the 
Cholas power. Later, Kalingattup Parani gives 
details of the Battle of Kalinga waged by 
Kulottunga. Therefore, just like the Magadha 
rulers who wanted to control the Kalinga prots, 
the Cholas must have followed the strategy to 
move their fleet from the ports situated on the 
eastern coast towards their campaign against the 
SEA, after subjugating the Chera and Maldives. 


The dynasties — Western Chalukyas of 
Badami. Rastrakutas of Malkhhed, Western 
Chalukyas of kalyani, Kalachuris of Kalyanis, 
Hoysalas of dorasamudras (Hoysala, Poysana, 
Hoysalii, Hoysana), Yadavas of Devagiri, and the 
feudatories lived during 11""— 12" centuries had 
relationships and encounters with the Cholas, 
Chodas. Andhras. Kalingas and others. 
However, their whole culture, tradition, heritage 
and civilization had been overlapping with many 
common factors. J. F. Fleet's attempt of grouping 
dynasties points to the fact that he has grouped 
many dynasties into one and one to two or three, 
just ot confuse Indian researchers. In fact, he 
has made many dynasties disappear, though they 
are prominently figuring in many inscriptions, 
Copper plates and coins. Moreover, he has totally 
ignored the Chola dynasty in his dealing with “the 
dynasties of Kanarese districts” as if they were 
outside the territories of the Cholas. 


Conclusion 

Considering the different factors as 
above, it is imminent that no dynasty could be 
dealt with in isolation, as the connected dynasties 
tuled and the people ruled lived together with all 
affecting factors. Definitely, the Southern India 
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had been formidable part of Bharat\ India for the 
Arabs\ Mohammedans to penetrate, in spite of 
many groups invading from the North-western 
sides during the 11" -12" centuries. The Cholas 
had been the dominating force encountering the 
threats of the Arabs and the Chinese from all 
sides. However, as the Indian and SEA partners 
misrepresented, deceived and tried to assert 
independent breaking alliance with the Cholas, 
the union, alliance and confederation was broken 
paving way for the downfall of the Indian kings, 
thus the Mohammedan slowly replacing them. 
Of course, the Chinese were satisfied with their 
trade interests relieved from the Indian 
dominance and competition. 
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
